Woodside Notes Birthday 
With No Cake or Party 


Next Sunday, the community of Woodside will note its 
second birthday as an incorporated town . 

The first years of any municipality’s existence can be ex- 
pected to be hectic in some ways and Woodside’s first two 
were no exception: There were all the basic laws of a 
city to pass; there was the fight to keep Junipero Serra 
freeway from bisecting the town, and there have béen and 
will be continuing arguments about zoning, lot sizes, pro- 
visions for water in subdivisions, and whatnot. 

But basically the purpose for which the 12-square-mile 
area put itself under a governmental wing of its own hatch- 
ing has been served: Woodside is still a residential, coun- 
trified place and appears likely to remain so. 

In the first days after incorporation, it can be recalled 
that spokesmen for the then-new town council asked news- 
paper reporters, “Please don't call us a*city; refer to Wood- 
side as a town.” 

Most residents would apparently prefer an even less 
official-sounding appellation for theiy municipal organiza- 
tion, but the dictionary doesn’t provide one . 

It is certain, though, that by whatever name it’s called, 
Woodside is unique. There's no other community like it — 
incorporated or otherwise — that we know of.

Transferring Students 
Not Really THAT Bad 


Menlo Park Elementary School District trustees have 
made it reasonably apparent that they're going to seck 
approval of a bond issue next spring, and already one 
objection has cropped up. 
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The objection is a niggling one; it deserves to be 
knocked in the head right now. 

It made itself apparent at last weck’s school board 
meeting when a member of the audience asked members 
of the board: 

“If Edge road school is completed, won't my child 
in Laurel school have to be transferred there, and then to 
Encinal school for seventh and eighth grade?” 

Presumably, this mother felt that transferring her 
child to three schools in eight years would warp its 
little personality, somehow. With a little encourage- 
ment, she could probably be persuaded to vote against 
a bond issue for completion of a permanent school at 
the district's newly-acquired site, even if it meant her 
child had to remain in woefully inadequate, decrepit 
classrooms at Laurel school for the remainder of his or 
her first six years in the public instruction program. 

Most objections to transferring children from ono 
school to another are hogwash. 

True, there are exceptional cases. Some children seem 
to learn faster in one school than in another. There are 
also cases of strong friendship among children, who want 
to stay together for a whole school career. 

Sometimes, there are even educational reasons: A 
child who has been transferred a couple of times might 
suddenly start “doing better” under a specific teacher, and 
the parents naturally feel the child should stay where it 
is as long as possible. 

But these are exceptions. ‘The normal child is a pretty 
gregarious, happy sort of beast who adapts to new situ- 
ations and new schools rapidly. 

The major squawkers in student transfer matters are 
always the parents, and the parents are not always honest: 
They'll quote psychology, give their children imaginary 
nervous conditions, become educational experts who are 
sure 35 youngsters in a class is wonderful, if the only way 
to get their child into a smaller class is to move him, and 
so forth, 

The really honest reason parents don’t want their chil- 
dren moved from school to school is because the parents 
are conservative. A transfer rocks the boat. It doesn’t do 
any harm but unless the parent of a transferred child lends 
a sympathetic ear when school administrators are explain- 
ing why the reshuffling was done, the mother or father isn’t 
apt to be convinced that it did any good. 

This is no brief for the Menlo Park School District 
administration, particularly. It’s a plea for good sense. 

The educational benefits of a proper classroom en- 
vironment, with enrollment in each room held below the 
Menlo Park School District's maximums, will more than 
wipe out the “deleterious effects” of transferring children 
from their present temporary and/or overcrowded class- 
rooms.

Menlo Park Fire District De- 
puty Chief Edwin Wickstrom 
is an expert at many things, 
including sirens. 

“T can always tell a fire en- 
gine siren, whenever I hear it,” 
he says, adding that he can 
tell ambulance sirens and po- 
lice sirens, usually, also. 

“Sirens aren’t necessarily 
pitehed differently, but oper- 
ators of different emergency 
vehicles seem to have different 
ways of operating them, and 
the duration makes a differ- 
ence, too.” 

(Other experts, who refused 
to be identified, declared that 
ambulances are easy. There’s 
only one siren at a time, usual- 
ly, but it can be heard a long 
time because hospitals are rel- 
atively few and far between. 

(Firemen usually send more 
than one piece of apparatus to 
the scene of an emergency and 
their “runs” are usually short- 
er. Too, all the sirens activated 
in one particular chorus at the 
same time, because engines are 
dispatched by radio, and they 
usually arrive at a fire at about 
the same time, even if they’re 
sent from more than one sta- 
tion. 

(Except for long chases, 
which are rare, police sirens 
may be distinguished by the 
fact that they’re operated only 
for short intervals and _ sing- 
ly, at that.)

Municipal Report: 


City Planners Get Ideas 
During L. A. ‘Field Trip’ 


There are lots of other kinds 
of zoning than those whieh 
govern land use in Menlo Park, 
city planning commissioners 
found out two weeks ago, dur- 
ing a field trip they took while 
in Los Angeles. 

Some of the newer zones 
have shown startling progress 
in the art of preserving land 
values through regulating its 
use; in other cases, the plan- 
ners found Menlo Park to be 
a leader, 

The tour was arranged by 
City Planner Richard Gamble, 
who went south a few days 
early to find some examples 
of what’s being done in the 
more rapidly-growing areas of 
the Southland, 

The tour started when local 
planners decided to leave one 
of the preliminary meetings 
of the League meet, feeling it 
would be more profitable to 
take a look around. 

They found: 

1, Apartment houses can 
be constructed, along lines 
as luxurious and plush as 
any private home. 

2. It’s possible to combine 
an industrial park, such as 
the Bohannon area here 
and a “professional-admin- 
istrative zone,” such as Lin- 
field Oaks, with pleasing ef- 
fects. 

3. Good architecture can 
act as an advertisement for 
the business occupying a 
building; this can cut down 
the necessity for striking, 
large signs. 

4. It’s possible for a busi- 
ness street such as Santa 
Cruz avenue to have its traf- 
fic circulation reduced, be- 
cause of the need for off- 
street parking. 

Gamble reports that the 
commissioners — who can be 
expected to refer to some of 
the things seen on their trip, 
when discussing local prob- 
lems—started their tour along 
South Orange Grove avenue in 
Pasadena. 

Originally built as a “mil- 
lionaire’s row” of large hold- 
ings about 1900, the area was 
rezoned only two years ago, 
after the original buildings 
had begun to show signs of

disrepair and age. 

The rezoning was to an 
apartment house classification 
but the restrictions were such 
as would allow not even Menlo 
Park’s best preset apartment 
unit to be built there, Gamble 
says. Large lot sizes were in- 
sisted on, setbacks were spa- 
cious and other restrictions 
were in keeping. 

The result: In two-years, all 
of the original homes have 
disappeared. Apartment 
houses have sprouted; the 
minimum size of each apart- 
ment unit is 1400 square feet, 
or comparable to the average 
three-bedroom home. The 
apartments have all the gad- 
gets, including intercommuni- 
cations systems and the like. 

tents run from $350 to $450 
a month, 

In spite of this, Gamble 
says, the area and the apart- 
ments aren't “Hollywood- 
ish.” The neighborhood is a 
conservative one, for Los 
Angeles, and much like the 
Peninsula in aspect. 

The planners then journey- 
ed to Hastings Ranch, east of 
Pasadena, to see a combined 
professional-administrative, in- 
dustrial zone. Allstate Insur- 
ance Co. has its Southern Cali- 
fornia headquarters here; so 
does Consolidated Electrody- 
namics and several other 
firms. 

One of the most outstanding 
buildings in the area is the 
A. B. Stewart Co. headquar- 
ters, a building of striking 
modern architecture which 
cost $21 a square foot. 

Gamble, who said the cost 
is not out of line for office 
building construction, said the 
latter building was so impres- 
sive it served as an advertise- 
ment of its own. 

“There was only one small 

sign, about 20 square feet in 
extent, telling what the 
building housed,” he declar- 
ed. “The architecture was so 
good that planners came 
away feeling that there 
might be alternatives to the 
‘ranch style’ which they pre- 
viously considered’ the only 
type suitable for future 
units of Menlo Park’s civic 
center. : 
._ The group then toured new 
subdivisions in the Arcadia 
area. The latter had been de- 
veloped in large lots and acre- 
age and is similar in many 
ways to the Menlo Park-Ather- 
ton residential area. 

“They saw what might be 
possible in the Sharon Estate 
area, when it develops, he 
said. 

Journeying farther, the com- 
missioners visited the down- 
town area of Sierra Madre, a 
situation they wanted to look 
in on because it’s main street 
is of the same width as Santa 
Cruz avenue, but trafffc has 
been cut to one lane each 
way through use of diagonal 
parking. 

The town has offstreet park- 
ing areas and no_ parking 
meters, also like Menlo Park. 

Gamble said that on the day 
of the visit, traffic was light 
and it was impossible to gauge 
the effects of such a traffic 
pattern.

Police Chief 
Mixed 
In Politics 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
30 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


November 16, 1928: 


“The following signed letter 
has been received by the Menlo 
Park Recorder from Chief of 
Police Thomas Furman with a 
request that it be publihsed: 

“To Menlo Park Voters: 

“T was appointed chief of po- 
lice of the City of Menlo Park 
on January 6, 1928 and to date 
have made 17 arrests in China- 
town and have collected from 
that source a total of $1,150. 
There have been nine arrests 
and convictions of bootleggers 
who paid into the city treasury 
in fines a total of $3,650, mak- 
ing a total of fines collected 
from gamblers and bootleggers 
of $4,700; 14 bootlegging joints 
have been closed and 7 gamb- 
ling dens put out of business. 

“Therefore, quite naturally, 
that undesirable element is 
more than anixous to get rid 
of me at any cost, and through 
more or less indirect channels 
have been able to reach the 
confidence of respected citi- 
zens and are using them for the 
purpose of breaking down our 
clean city government. 

“They are now circulating a 
petition for the purpose of re- 
calling two, and possibly three, 
of our councilmen, with the 
idea of putting forward candi- 
dates to run against these gen- 
tlemen who will be favorable 
to that element and against 
public decency. 

“T call upon the clean, home- 
loving citizens of Menlo Park 
and ask them to look back up- 
on the condition of our little 
city just nine months ago, and 
ask them this question: Shall 
the city continue to run along 
in a clean, progressive and 
businesslike manner or shall it 
be given back into the hands 
of the liquor dealers, gamblers 
and drug venders?”
